Russia is deliberately seeking to af- 
front America, England and Germany 
in the hope of flndlng an avenue tor 
?rnrefully retiring from a disastrous 
war. There Is Do nrmmu nt ov, r ihe 
right of Rnsala to seize neutral ves- 
sels carrying actual contraband of 
war, but the wisdom of destroying neu- 
tral prises without trial unless the 
objett Is to Involve other powers, Is 
txenernlly questioned. It is belleve.l 
that America will speedily demand a 
limitation to articles reasonably con- 
traband in order to protect her large 
Oriental commercial interests. It Is 
expected that Great Britain will pro- 
test against the sinking of the Knight i 
Commander and demand trial for 
seized Itrltlsh steamers and thai (o r 
many will make a second and mote 
vigorous protest. 

The Vladivostok warships are hov- 
ering about the courae of the steam- 
crs from San Francisco, probably with 
the hope of overhaullnR the liner Ko- 
rea. Warnlni:. Iiowrvi-r. has been Riv- 
en to the Korea and she has a chance 
of eluding the Runslans. There will 
probably be other seizures and what- 
ever be the determination of the legal 
questions Involved, whatever diplo- 
matic action may be taken. It Is con- 
fidently lielieveil hcp' thill the sell- 
ures will create a feeling of Intense 
Irritation and unfriendliness against 
Russia In America, England and Qer- 
niany. ' 

Japan Is anxious to localize the com- 
bat and avoid Involvlni; other powers, 
hut views with uiifrii-ndlini-ss the acts 
of aggression against friendly neutrals 
and treaty violations disadvantageous 
to herself.

Toiilo. July 23. — den. Kurokl, after 
a severe fight, occupied Kiao-Tung on 
July 19.
